SUGAR EXCHANGE

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
19.—Attor- 


ney General Daugherty filed In the 
Supreme court today a brief in the 
case against the New York Coffse and 
Sugar Exchange, the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Clearing Association and 
others, decided against the govern- 
ment in the federal court in New 
York city and set for argument in 
the Supreme court on November 12. 


Alleging that the exchange and the 


clearing association constitute a con- 
spiracy in restraint of interstate and 
foreign commerce in raw and refined 
sugar/ in violation - of the Sherman 
anti-trust law and the tariff act of 
1023, the government asked the court 
to enjoin all transaction upon the ex- 
change. 
This, It stated, would have 


the effect of closing the exchange. 
The government suggested that no 
material convenience 
would 
result 


because another exchange would be 
immediately opened. 


Should the court refuse to close 


the exchange the government would 
have it require both the exchange 
and the clearing- association to bring .
